The ineffacertMc stain resting on the state is the per- 
sistent arraignment ol these men before solid Democratic 
Juries; Jnriei m«de solid by Mine dtvlM wblch hM nul- 
lified the law deeifiMd to Mcwo trial by Jarisa impar- 
tially selected. 

Juries not impartially selected reduce all subsequent 
prooMdings to the level of a Court of Judge Lynch.

We venture to say there is not a man in Kentucky who 
attaches the slightest importance to the testimony <>f 
Voutsey except in so far M it throwe light OD the course 

of Youtsey hininelf. 

It is recalled that Youtsey said that in Caleb i'owers's 
office were Jim Howard, Berry Howard and Hockersmith. 

That statement stood all during the trial of Berry How- 
ard. Youtsey made no retraction uutil Berry Howard 
was acquitted. 

On this testimony Jim Howard hat* been convicted of 
having flred the shot that killed Ooebcl, and for it he has 
been sentenced to life imprisonment. Caleb Powers has 
been on this testimony convicted of conspiracy to bring 
about this result, and he has been Hontonced to the scaffold. 

The verdict of the people who have followed these pro- 
ceedings with growing amaiement, hamiliafcion and sor- 
row iff the verdict rendered by Oolooel Breekioridge in 

two words, "Judicial murder." 

In our judgment a majoiity of the Democrats are hor- 
rified. They could not believe such a result on testimony 
so valueless was possible in Kentucky.
